“ It confirms my faith that truth will 
triumph,” said he. 
Mrs. Gore declared: “ I am too hap­ 
py for words. 
I am thinking now of 
my babies and I want to get home to 
them.” 
President W ilson was one of the 
first to send his congratulations to 
Senator Gore after the verdict was 
returned. 
An hour later this telegram came 
from the W h ite House signed by the 
president’s private secretary: 
“ Heartiest congratulations.” 
The trial began last Wednesday. In

that the senator attacked her when 
they conferred at a hotel in W ashing­ 
ton last March in connection with the 
possible appointment of her husband, 
Ju lian Bond, as internal revenue col­ 
lector at Oklahoma City.

In his answer Senator Gore denied 
the charges and as a counter charge 
alleged that the suit was instigated by 
political opponents who had failed in 
their efforts to obtain federal patron­ 
age.

and Improving roads throughout the 


country. 
O f course there is alw ays a little fly 
in every jug of ointment, and it ap 
pears that President Wilson is not fa 
curable to the action of the bouse and 
looks to the senate to defeat the bill. 
If President Wilson is squinting in 
that direction the bill will have hard 
sledding in the senate. 
Then a great 
many members In the house who voted 
for the bill because of political inter­ 
ests are besieging the senators to delay 
the measure, lf not to kill it. 


“ Crude and Costly.” 
I heard members of the house who 
voted for the bill speak of it afterward 
as “ crude and costly,” meaning that it 
has not been correctly drawn to meet 
all conditions 
Particularly did they 
dwell upon the fact that $15 a mile a 
year expended by the national govern­ 
ment, even when another $15 Is add­ 
ed by the state or municipality, w ill 
not do much in tile w ay of construct 
lug and m aintaining a mile of good 
roadway. 
Then there are features which am al­ 
gamate the national and state govern­ 
ments in the enterprise that have been 
characterized as “ crude.” 
I auntly the 
house of representatives cannot give 
as careful attention to legislation as 
the senate. 
Too many men are inter 
ested. and there is too much noces 
sity for talk aud to make campaign 
speeches. 
W hatever may happen to the bill, its 
passage by such a large majority in 
the house has given tremendous irnpe 
tus to the good roads movement.

Voters Should 
Familiarize 
Them­ 
selves Before the March Town 
Elections with Provisions 


The state highway commission is 
calling attention to section 40, chap­ 
ter 235, of the laws of 1913. 
The 
Dunn road law is now effective and 
the voters should acquaint them­ 
selves with its provisions In order to 
act intelligently. 
The section reads 
as follows: 
Sec. 40. 
Taxation for road pur­ 
poses— All real and personal proper­ 
ty in each town liable to taxation, 
other than “ monies 
and 
credits’ 
taxed under chapter 285, Laws 1911, 
shall be taxed for road purposes. All 
road taxes hereafter levied shall be 
paid in cash and hereafter no hig h­ 
way labor shall be assessed. 
The electors of each town shall 
have power at their annual 
town 
meeting to determine the amount of 
money which shall be raised by tax­ 
ation for road and bridge purposes, 
not exceeding, however, fifteen (15) 
mills per dollar on the taxable prop­ 
erty of the town. 
The tax so voted 
shall be extended, collected and pay­ 
ment thereof enforced in the same 
manner and at the same time as is 
provided by law for tRe extension, 
collection and enforcement of other 
town taxes. 
After the annua! town meeting, in 
case of emergency, the town board 
may levy a tax on the property in its 
town for road and bridge purposes in 
addition to the tax, if any, voted at 
the annual town meeting for road and 
bridge purposes, in an amount not to 
exceed five (5) mills on the dollar of 
the assessed value of tbs property ir, 
the town, and any tax so levied by 
the town board shall forthwith be 
certified to the county auditor for ex­ 
tension and collection. 
The town 
board 
may thereafter 
pledge the credit of the town by issu­ 
ing town orders not exceeding, how­ 
ever, the amount of the additional 
tax so levied by the town board for 
road and bridge purposes, in pay­ 
ment for work done or material used 
on the roads within the town.
